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STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF EXAMINER INTERVIEW 



Sir: 



This Statement of Substance is being filed in response to the Telephonic Interview 
conducted on May 4, 2004, with Examiner Claire M. Kaufman, and Mark FitzGerald and Gene 
Kim, agents for the Applicant. Applicant thanks the examiner for the courtesy of the telephone 
interview, during which the particpants discussed the Office Action mailed December 9, 2003, 
and specifically the rejection of claim 7 under 35 U.S.C. §102, as being anticipated by U.S. 
6,063,906 (Brenner et al). The substance of the interview is summarized below. 

The Brenner et al. reference teaches an antibody that binds to the amino acid sequence of 
SEQ ID NO:24, which is the 12-amino acid sequence EDEEEEEEEEEE. SEQ ID NO:3 of the 
instant application has a fragment from amino acid 385-392 and SEQ ID NO:5 from amino acid 
243-251, both of which sequences are 8 amino acids in length and are identical to the first 8 
amino acids of SEQ ID NO:24 of Brenner et al. The Office Action states that, "due to the small 
size of the fragment and high identity with the Brenner peptide, one of ordinary skill in the art 
would reasonably expect the patented antibody that binds SEQ ID NO:24 of Brenner to also bind 
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SEQ ID NO:3 or 5 of the instant application in the corresponding region absent evidence to the 
contrary." 

After discussing several possibilities to overcome the rejection, Examiner Kaufman 

agreed to reconsider pending Claim 7 if amended to recite an antibody which binds to a native I
